Clapperlon, acting aa 
coroner, had held an iiuiuest over the re- 
niainsaad that a very unsatisfactory verdict 
liad been returned without a po.st mortem 
examination hai i ig lieen held— that tl a 
body beoxluiiiied ami a searching inquiry 
instituted into all tlio circunustancos con- 
nected with the affiiir. Was there any- 
thing unfair in that I The body has been 
exhumed, a post mortem haa been held 
and a second inquest will bi> opened in a 
few days. About a fortnight ago Mr. 
Clapperton wrote to a city newspaper to 
complain that ho had been unfairly dealt 
with by us, and yesterday these columns 
contained a letter from the aatne gentle- 
man in a similar vein.

It ' 
impUu'ei-l the English governiuont fnr 
assistiince and at last threatened eveii to 
abandon a portion of I pper Egypt to 
Turkey. The i)rophct meanwhile ad- 1 
vanced victoriously. Hicks I'asha and his 
army went down before him, and one 
place after anotlior fell into his hands, 
and tho later dispatches report Baker 
Pasha's army aa defeated, though not de- 
stroyed, and the capture of (!en. (iordon 
as exceedingly probable. The enemy now 
possess 4000 Remington rilles, tivo Krupp 
guns . two gal ling guns and abundance of 
ammunition. The English cabinet mean- 
while have doubtless been airing their 
usual diversity of opinion, and have boon 
very careful that it should not be known 
that they intended to interfere in Egyp- 
tian alfaira. I'>ut the Egyi)tian business 
has become too notorious, the French 
papers are cutting jokes at our espouse, 
and the French government, seeing a 
favorable opportunity of getting a linger 
in the Egyptian pie again, has obligingly 
oll'ercd its assistance. The government 
may no doubt be forced into some deci- 
sive action, and probably will; but it may 
BO happen that tho English people will 
become as tired of the ( iladstone ministry 
as they are of the Egy])tiana, and sudden- 
ly come to the conclusion that a divided 
cabinet is a very effective combinalioii 
for increasing the income tax.

— From a perusal of 
the correspondence on this subject I l e- 
gret to observe such flimsy objections 
urged af;ainst the adoption of tho outer 
wharf. ''Merchants" call it a new port 
of entry, although it ia within the city 
and port of Victoria. Then "Importer " 
sets forth the incoiivonioiico and extra 
expense to consignees, although it is well 
known that tho cost of drayage will bo no 
greater than what ia now charged on goods 
landed at tho inner harbor; and owners 
and lessees of wharves there surely need 
not fear the dopreciation of their property 
when il ia in thoir power to oflar shippers 
tho indiicomoiu (if il can be so called) of 
still having thoir goods landed almost at 
thoir very doors. 

For my part 1 am nut dispoaed to ad- 
mit that tho wharves in I he inner harbor 
are all aidliciont foi' the reiiuiremenls of 
tho port. They certainly are not if we 
are desirous of increasing its importance 
from a commercial point of view, and in- 
stead of discouraging enterprises so bene - 
licial to the city and port, every assist- 
ance and encouragement should be af- 
forded in extending them.

The Lands, 

To Tiin Editou : — T notice lhat 111 our 
local house, an act looking to the occupa- 
tion uf our public lands by actual settlors 
is about to become law. I am afraid our 
legislators are going to stop with the pas- 
sage of the land act. 8oiiielhiiig more 
should be done if we arc to derive any 
practical benefit from the proposed legis- 
lation. We are expecting a largo immigra- 
tion to this province when tho spring 
opens. How are we to keep those who 
come liore for tho purposes of settlement I 
Already many have arrived, some of whom 
h.ivo left in di.'^gust, oithor for homo or to 
the neighboring states. It is nut sufficient 
thai wo should loll tho poor man who 
conica here, ready and willing to enter 
upon agricultural lands and make by his 



own toil a home for himself and family, 
that wo have a Krcat country, rich in 
agricultural and other resources. It is 
nut aufhciont to say to him, select your 
homestead, get it surveyed, aottlu upon 
it and it is yours on the easiest possible 
toi'ins ; iiundreds will come that have not 
the means to pay a surveyor, to go into 
tlie country and auivey his ItiO acres for 
him, .iiid then start a now farm, nor time 
to wait for this to bo dune, besides, it is 
not known to nlil reaidoiils of the [iro- 
viiice, where suitable land for agricultural 
piirposos open to sottleiiionl under tho 
laud act may bo had, how, then, is the 
new-coiuer lu know where he can find the 
homestead which he is told to select ( 
Ho docs not know the country. He haa 
110 idea where lo seek for what he ileairea, 
and there is no one lo direct him. Tho 
government ahould bo empoweredito send 
out oxplorura to locate agricultural lauds 
and have them surveyed at once, and 
where it is necessary have roads, or at 
least trails m.ade to such lands in all jiarta 
of the province. This done, persons 
ahould be appointed as land guides, to 
act under the direction of the immigration 
agent, lo direct or guide persona desirous 
of locating oil such lands. Then portons 
arriving wishing to settle, need not spend 
the little means they bring with them in 
useloas searches for suitable land to settle 
upon, nor need tlioy leave the country, 
appalled at the ditlicnltioa thai beset them 
in securing a home for theniaelvea, carry- 
ing away iiii|)rossions and ro[)urls that are 
certain to tarnish ihe good numo wdiich 
our fair province haa attained abroad. 
Unless some such scheme is adopted, and 
syalematically carried out at once, little 
w ill be eU'ectptl in the w;iy of developing 
the resources of ijiis province, and seeur-

An Ex-Portor Spoaks Solid. Sonao. 

Kiiirou Cui.o.visT :- -The Idler in to- 
day's jiapur, advocating the abaniloniuenl 
of the outer wharf, is, to me, tho most 
narrow-minded and nonprngreasivo policy 
\'ictoriaiis could advocate. Il is absurd 
to .state that the inner harbor and wharves 
oiler all the fucilitiea lor modern built 
steamers. " Importei" says : -lat. That 
the eosl from the outer wharf will be •■ad- 
ditional in the long run. " How does he 
ooaie lo know this '! Teams can haul a full 
load any time iu tho year from the .outer 
wharf, whereas they can only drag a half 
load up from the eity, and this 
Very day I saw a teamster unload half of 
this half load to enable his horses to reach 
the street. 'id, 'i'he "serious " objection

that a visit to the outer wharf ' would be 
most •■iiicipiiveiiient and troublesome to 
ihosi' whose time is fully iiccupied al their 
warehouses and stores. " To ibis 1 answer, 
that men fully occupied in their stores, do 
nut generally attend to that business. San 
Frauoiaeo merchants manage to inspect 
their goods lauded at the sea wall, fully -t 
miles from business houses, and I have no 
doubt are generally as fully employed as j 
■Importer." j 

:ird. In the possible do|)reciation of 1 
water front uroporly lies tho whole giat of 
"Importer's ' argument. If he, or others, 
h'Ave invested unwisely in thia locality 
they must abide the consequences. Ucean 
steamers will have to seek others quar- 
ters. Even the Mexico has to be towed 
in and out, and any impediments, delay, 
annoyance or expense caused shipowners, 
will eventually have to be borne by the 
public. If steamers save the exponao of 
towage and several hours delay by land- 
ing at tho outer wharf they can carry 
freight for lesa on that account. Victoria 
cannot afl'ord to stand still now, much loaa 
go back 50 years in entorpriao, when live 
towns like Seattle and Tacoma aro com- 
peting for buaineas. When a line of 
steamers is put on to China and Japan 
from those towna, where are they to land 
if you want them to ctill here. If we did 
not have the outer wharf for Iho (^ueen, 
and she refused freight ur passengers for 
this port, how damaging such a fact woukl 
he. "lm|)orter nuial wake up and luarii 
that the tendency of the age ia lo im- 
prove and go ahead, that our success 
largely depends on inducing strangers to 
invest Iheir money here, and to that end 
v.e should court thoir good opinion by 
oU'ermgevory intliiconiont totliom whether 
Ihey be foroignors or natives. Hia shot 
at the .-Xmericatia I coiiaidor in bad taste 
and certainly un-Engliah. Tho town haa 
lain ilorinaiil for nearly a quarter of a 
century waiting for outside capital and 
push, and now that -Americana and others 
are taking un interest in its alt'airn, the 
old fogies are crying out before they are 
hurt. Fancy conaiderini; a mile or so 
from the postullice the "extreme outskirts 
of tho city." Personally, 1 am unknown 
to any of Iho owners of the outside wharf 
and am only an Ex-PoRTKR.

To TiiK EuiToK. — L'nder the above 
heading 1 to-day read Mr. John Clapper- 
ton's letter. I also read that gontleman's 
letter on same subject which appeared 
some time ago in the Standard. Vour 
leading article and several iteuis headed 
the Hi.iwse lJlapperloii Tragedy have also 
been pi.rnaed by me. 

In view of all lliat has .ippoared in your 
columns on the subject of tho death of 
Ihe Indian at Nicola, I fully concur in 
Mr. Clapiierton's assertion that "yoii 
have not been impartial in your notice of 
the afl'air in i|uestion,'' and "that your 
pencliant for a senaalional item has over- 
ridden your discretion." 

That such ia the case is patent from 
your continuously referring lo the death 
of iho Indian aa the llowse-fJlappertoii 
fr(i<_/e(/i/, and this is s[)ecially i epreliensible 
on your jiarl after the exiilanation of this 
matter given by .Mr. (.Mapperton in the 
Standard, but which, however, did not 
deter you from still styling tho death of 
llie|Inilian a tragedy. 

Mr. Clap|iorlon staled thai the Indian 
died from natural causes, and courts and 
solicits enquiry in proof of his assertion 
and with the result of obtaining the ap- 
pointment of a coroner's inquest lo bo 
hold ou the 18th inst. In face of the fore- 
going you call tho affair the Uowse-Clap- 
perton tragedy. 

Now the literal and ihe accopled moan- 
ing of a tragedy is "any evcnl by which 
human lives aro lost by human violence, 
more especially by unauthorized vio 
ience. " 

You have thus not only condemned 
Mr. Howaeand Mr. Clapperton unheard 
— but have further added to your culpa- 

bilitiea by continuing your condemnatory 
reforencea after being placed in possession 
of declarations under oath that there was 
no tragedy, but that the Indian died from 
natural causes. 

It will not excuse you to say you didn't 
understand the purport and meaning of 
the word "tragedy." If you don't under- 
stand tl'o meaning of words yon slioukl bo 
held responsible for your ignorance, and 
1 will consider yon in bigger luck than 
you deserve if you escape the merits of 
your demerits.

I'liis work 
was no le.ss then lo jiaint the telegraph 
posts "a clear wluio." It iiad been re- 
presented to the JJcpartnieut, he itiid, 
that the public frequently ran agaiii.st 
the posts,' iind lliat gentlemen driving 
their carriages at'cideiitally ciinie in con- 
tact with liieni. It had, therefore, been 
resolved, with a view of aviding such 
annoyance ;ind casualties in the future, 
to piant all the posts while, to a uniform 
height of eight feet. The ti-adesinan 
sent- in, a tender which, after scrutiny, 
being declared satisfactory, the work 
■was instantly proceeded with. Dur 
ing its progre.ss several .workmen who 
were ruparin^^ thii Celograph wires were 
exercised in their minds as to this pant- 
ing ,0_f..tlie^gpi5ts, ^Aftei' hia interview 
with the tradesman the man went to a 
small farmer in the nuighborliood, 
■whom ho adressed tliu.s; — "1 want ac- 
commodation at your house," and pro- 
ceeded to explain that he wouid be em- 
ployetl in tho neighborhood a consider- 
able time, superintending certain work 
t'or:the Post Office,, for which he had 
given the contract to aj; local trade.'^- 
man. He told the farmer he must at 
once provide the best accommodation 
pooHible, for which lie would be pro- 
perly reiaueralcd, adding, "We do not 
want accQiuniudiitioii for nothing. N\'o 
are here to pay liberally for everything 
we have." Meanwhile, the painter con- 
tinued, with the help of his assistants, 
painting the telegraph posts, beiny 
careful to pre.serve llie regulation liiglit 
of eight feet, and this employment ho 
laboured at assiduously to the end of a 
fortnight, during which "tho otlioial" 
looked down upon him occasionally to 
see that the work was going on all 
right. Then, suddenly, the man dis- 
appeared, and the jiaiuter uecoiuing un- 
easy, wrote tu il.oOenural Post (">llice, 
London, intiuiating that he was carry- 
ing out the instructions lie had ncoiv 
ed; that he had got SO much work done, 
and hoping that it would be .'•atiafacto- | 
ry to tho Department. To his intense 
surpri.sc and discomfort he received a | 
sharp reply, saying that he had no au- 
thority whatever for what he had doiif, ■ 
that he had laid hiinsolf open to a [in;- j 
secutioii for tampering with the Queen's j 
property, aud that ho was liable to a j 
heavy penalty. Tho aflair has created 
a deal of amusement in Eokington and j 
district. i
